Meanwhile the abbatial buildings of Nishi 
Honganji, as founded under the Serene of 
Taikosama, remain one ot the most bistoricaily 
interesting groups in Japan. These include 
two large oratories, one dedicated to Amita 
Buddha and called Amidd-do, and the other sa- 
cred to the founder of the sect and going Dy the 
name of Katrean-do. The former contains an 
image of the Deity, portraits of the seven 
fathers of the faith,—two indian, three Chinese, 
and two native.—also a portrait of the great 
Buddhist propagator, Shotoku Taishi. The lat- 
ter buiiding contains the wooden statuet of the 
fqinder, the great bone of contention between 
the two. rival houses. Though practically the 
same butidings 
hies patronage, the Katsan-do and Amuida-do 
bave both received considerabie renovating 
during the years 1636 and 1750 A. D. More fraught 


with general interest is the Abbet’s patace and 


the ornamental grounds adjoining, in which 
stands the Hiunkaka, one of those pleasure 
places for tea-drinking and idle enjoyment so 
popular in the days of Nishi Honwau’s great 
patron. This ten- palace, the oldest buliding in 
the monastery, had been originally erected by 
‘Taikosama as bis own summer resort at Juraku, 
and was im those days once honored by a visit 
from the Emperor himself. The transferrence 
of a dwelling as a gift apart from the estate on 
which it stands. incompatible as it may be with 
our Buropean ideas, is in no wise inconsistent 
with custom nor impracticable in Japan. and 
this light picturesque structure was accordingly 
handed ever as a mark of favor to the Hon- 
ganji cenobites to erect upon ir own conse- 
crated grounds. Two ice-cold springs supply 
the water, which, carried in meandering streams 
amid rockeries and beneath fancy bridges. 
terminates in a deep tish-pond encircling the 
building,—a three-storied construction in grad- 
ually ing stages,—whose white wooden

ornamental features of Japauese buildings. 
Some are designed in open arabesques or 
djapers, and some of pierced carving, with end- 
less variety of form and motive. Han 
bunches of wisteria twining amid the dainty 
lattice- work, flying pheasants ina labyrinth of 
leaves, wild-reese soaring through conventional 
cloud-patterns, are but a few of the subjects to 
be noted in the abatiai building of Nishi 
Honwan. These pierced carvi are wrought 
mostiy in alto relievo worked 80 
as to. de viewed from either side. A 
small sacristy or robing-room adjoins these 
apartments, equaling them in the elegance of 
its furhishings and paintings, and having the 
farther charm of minuteness. The sensational 
charm of the diminutive in size is a source from 
which many literatures haye drawn and to wnich 
we owe the attraction of fairy tales and many 
pretty stories. The Japanese, however, seem 
alone to have adopted it asa principle of archi- 
tectural ign, as a means of pleasing monu- 
mental effect. For other nations the great coup 
bus always deen one of surpassing size,—the 
sensation of grandeur and magnificence of pro- 
portions. Here in Japan we find in the Cha sexi 
and other buildings and, apartments the exactly 
opposit impression of sur ing tinyness worked 
out with almost equal success. From such 
painted chambers and fairy halis the assembied 
cenobites looked outin the old days upon the 
mysterious posturings of the No and other sacred 
dances. These performances took place upon a 
covered stage across the open court, trom which 
a winding cortile leads to the more private apart- 
ments and kitchen ‘jifices. 


FATHER CURCI. 
HIS LAST RELIGIOUS WORK PLACED IN THE 
“INDEX EXPURGATORIUS.”’ 

A pamphiet from the pen of Father Curci has 
recently appeared in Rome, and has been read 
with a good deal of interest in religious circies 
owing to the position which he takes in regard 
to the relations between the Church and the 
State.

ED CHILDREN. 
Zo the Editor of The Chicago 
mcs, July 2.—In a great city like 


Chicago extremes meet. There are found 
abundant wealth and squalid poverty; the 


highest types of education and refinement, 
and the densest ignorance; Christianity and 
the various forms of benevolent effort, and 
the lowest types of ighorance and degrada- 
tion; children who lack for nothing which 
abundant means and loving care can provide, 
and others living and growing up under con- 
ditions of utter neglect, subject to 
the most demoralizing and degrading 
influences. One who has never had oppor- 
tunities for acquiring a knowledge upon the 
subject has no conception of the large num- 
bers of children in our city growing up un- 
der such * and dégrading surround- 
ings, and with such a lack of proper parental 
care, as to render it almost an absolute cer- 
tainty that they will develop into the ranks 
of the criminal and dangerous classes,—the 
boys as thieves and burglars, and the girls as 
prostitutes. And this in spite of. the 
fact that much benevolent effort 
has been expended for the benefit of de- 
pendent aud neglected children, as well as 
-of others of the dependent classes. 

Aside from moral and benevolent consid- 


‘ erations, this is a subject that commends it- 


self to every citizen who has the welfare of 
society at heart. Every child growing up 
under vicious surroundings is a standing 
menace and source of danger to every busi- 
ness-man ami property-owner. This 
class is largely the source of 
from which come our petty 
thieves, hoodlums, burglars, safe-blowers, 
garroters, and highway-robbers. They fur- 
nish the element always ready on any oppor- 
tunity for riots and disorder, and tompel the 
maintenance of our large police-force, and 
all he machinery of our criminal Courts, 
jails, bridewells, and penitentiaries:

In the face of ee news that the heaa of the 
Government had been shot and probably fatally 
wounded stocks displayed remarkable strength. 
Transactions Were enormous. Timid holders 
sold freely trom the beginning, the bears made 
great sales of short stock, dispatches were seat 
out in every direction predicting panic, and the 
bank statement was bad. In spite of ali these 
depressing circumstances, there was no panic. 
In the active list there were but five stocks that 
lost as much ad 5 ak the lowest point o 
sion. These were Texas Pacific, which dropped 
8%, to 60; Central Pacific 5%, to bi: St. Joe 
preferred 5%, to lll; St. Paul 5%. to 122; and 
Kansas & Texas 5h, to 46. These stocks made 
handsome recoveries. Kansas & Texas closed 
at 47%, St. Paul at 142%, St. Joe at 115, Central 
Pacific at 97, and Tiexas Pacific at 63%. Com- 
paring closing quotations with those of the day 
before, there is no stock that shows a loss of 5 
points, and there are comparatively few that 
have gone off as much as 3. Illinois Central 


Jost 3%, Louisville & Nashville 34, Reading 3%, 


Northwestorn 3%, Union Pacific 3%, Texas 
Pacific 4%, Northern Pacific 4%, the 
ureferred 4%, Missouri Pacific 8%.

There 
were no signs of general alarm, and it was felt 
that the worst was over. 

_ What operators most feared was that the news 
would set Buropean holders of American stocks 
to sellmg. and that the market would not be 
able to take all their offerings. Up to the close 
of #usiness no unfavorable symptoms showed 
themseives in the London market. 

Chicago operators bought more stocks than 
they ‘sold. There was not a large volume of 
business done by our operators, but their pur- 
chases aré estimated at twice their sales. 

Less effect was produced in the stock market | 
by the terrible event of yesterday than by the 
contraction ‘of National“bank currency in op- 
position to the 8% per cent Refunding bill. This 
ended in the disaster of gray Friday, Feb. 26, 
1881, which was,however,speedily recovered from. 
As far as Wall street could think in the great 
excitement of yesterday it saw that what had 
bappened was more political than financial. 
The most important point is that the assasina- 
tion was not done by a conspiracy againet the 
Government. The stability of our institutions 
is not threatened by Mexicanzation. 
Neither this assasination nor that of 
President Lincoln was the work of faction. 
Both these crimes were personal, not factional. 
This all-important point being clear, the holders 
of United States bonds and other securities here 
and abroad will see that nothing has happened 
which need impair contidence in the value of 
their property. A few holders of Government 
bonds sold at a slight sacrifice in Chicago yester- 
day, but they were not many. As stated above, 
there were more buyers than sellers of 
stocks. Two days elapse before busi- 
nese is resumed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. This will give time for excitement to 
pass away, and it is estimated by those best 
competent to judge that the market on Tues 
day, cnet perhaps it will de feverish, is not 
likely to affected by any great pressure of 
stocks for sale.

MADELINE AND AMALIE. 


End of the Famous Will Case—Made- 
line’s Marriage to John Both Valid 
and the Decree of Nullity Ditte— 
Amalie, Wife No. 2, Takes she Cake, 
In 1 John George Roth. a native of Wir- 

temberg, emigrated to Chicago at the age of 27, 

and settied, engaging in the business of a 

butcher. His profits were invested in land, and, 

after twenty-four yeara’ work, Gejfound bimseif 

a wealthy man. In 1854-he went back to Wir- 

temberg on a  “*yisit, returning the next 

year. He was a widuwer at time, 

and. on his way back, was accompanied by a 

French girl, Madeline Moser. The acquaintance 

made on the voy ripened into an attach- 

ment, and they were soon after married in Chi- 

229 Their life, however, was not a happy one, 

in 1856 they both returned to Germany, she 
ng to her pareats, and ne to Schondorf, where 
he sartled. ven years later, Madcline came to

THE SANGERBUND. 

A Convention of dele ates to the North Amer- 
ican Sängerbund was held yesterday at Brand's 
Hall, corner of Clark and Erie streets. . Forty- 
six singing societies were represented by about 
100 delegates, and the meeting was presided 
over by Franz Amberg, President of the Central 
Committee of the Bund. After the delegates 
had presented their credentials, the minutes of 
the last ‘Convention held in Cincinnati in 1879 
were read and adopted. The Treasurer, Philip 
Maas, reported the biennial receipts at $3,792 
and the expenditures $3,385. Philip Koehler, of 
of the South Side Liedertafel, reported that the 
Treasurer sstatement had beea audited and was 
found correct. On motion of Berthold Meyer it 


was ordered that no societies be entitled to rep- 
resentation who do not pay the full dues for two 
years. The Secretary read a letter from the 
Ciacinnati Miinverchbor stating that they had not

slighted. Mr. Amberg stated that any Society
